For  the  condemnation  for  street  purposes  Lots  Numbered  46,  47,  48 
and  49  Wichman's  Addition  to  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne. 

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne, 
Indiana,  that  it  is  deemed  necessary  to  condemn  for  street  purposes

Wayne.

The  condemnation  for  street  purposes  to  be  made  by  condemning 
and  appropriating  for  street  purposes  all  of  Lots  Numbered  46,  47,  48 
and  49  Wichman's  Addition  to  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne. 

The  property  which  may  be  injuriously  or  beneficially  affected  by 
the  proposed  condemnation  for  street  purposes  is  described  as  all  lots 
and  lands  situated  in  the  North  Half  of  Section  9,  Township  30  North, 
Range  12  East.
